Board Holds 


Regular Monthly Meet 


The Wainwright Town School Board 
met in the teachers room at the Public 
School. on Sept. 21 at 7:30 P.m., with 
Mrs, F. E. McLeod, Mr. L. D’Albertan- 
son, Mr. J. Morgan and Mr. W. EB. 
Riome present. 

Minutes of the meeting held August 
21 were read, and adopted on a motion 
by J. A. Morgan. 

Mr. Morgan then gave a report on 
the meeting of the school trustees with 
the town council, at the last council 
meeting. At this meeting the board 
requested some sort of ~ immediate 
action regarding the road signs for the 
school area. The signs had ‘been on or- 
der for several months, but at this 
time ‘had not'yet arrived. The Board, 
then asked and received permission 
from the council to make temporar@ 
signs in the school shop if the others 
did not. arrive in a reasonably short 
time. The Board also asked that more 
steps be taken on apprehending speed- 
ing cars on both Main and 6th Avenue. 
As it was’ felt that with the igcreased 
activity around the town the lives of 
the children were the more endanger- 
ed. 

The sécretary then reported that a 
message from the Town Secretary had 
advised that the new road signs lad 
arrived. The secretary was nominated 
to. follow this up in order to get the 
signs erected as soon as possible. 

Mrs. McLeod reported that due to 
the meeting of the Home and School 
Society, being hela on the same even- 
ing as our own, no delegation could be 


present from that Society for the dis- 
cussion of hot lunches for the pupils 

Mr, Teskey. the High School prin- 
cipal then gave his report in which he 
stated that the population of the High 
School had increased by 20 pupils ‘over 
last years total of 95. The need for 
more seats is very urgent. Mrs. Mc- 
Leod is going to take this up with the 
Divisional Board to see that something 
is done along this line. The principal 
is going to educate the students to be 
more mindful of the safety regulations 
in order to help prevent accidents. 

Mr. Adams, the Public School prin- 
cipal reported on the Public School. 
The school enrollment is. 242; with. 
grade two being particularly ‘heavy, 
having an enrolment .of 46° pupils. 
Lunch -hour supervision is being look- 
ed after each day by one of the teach- 
ers. There too the pupils are being 
coached in observing safety regula- 
tions. Mr. Adamg requested that there 
is a shortage of seats in the public 
school too, and Mrs, McLeod is also 
leoking after this at the Divisional 
meeting. There was also a request for 
repairs to the drinking fountain. 

On a motion by L. D’Albertanson, 
the secretary was instructed to write 
to the council suggesting wider grad- 
ing on Main street north of 6th Aven- 
ue and King Street, in order to relieve 
the congestion near the schools. when 
the pupils are dismissed. This it is hop 
ed will prevent pupils from riding and 
walking in the middle of the road.

Home And School Hear 
Address On Hot Lunches 


Last Wednesday evening the 
meeting of the Home and School Assn. 
for the fall season got away to a good 
start when Miss Joyce Lewis, Nutri- 
tion Specialist of the Department of 
Agriculture spoke to a large crowd on 
“School Lunches and General Nutri- 
tion.” 


Our president Mrs. K. Tory brought 
the meeting to order and called upon 
Miss Sheila Forest, District Home Ec- 
onomist, who formerly introduced Miss 
Lewis. 

Miss Lewis graphically illustrated 
the amount and variety of food re- 
quired in their daily diet by a man, 
a woman, an adolescent boy and girl 
and a child of from 7 to 12 years, She 
then proceeded to show that the child 
who had a very good breakfast and 
evening meal would lack essential ele- 
ments in his diet necessary to supply 
him with the required energy, mater- 
lals to muscles and body tissues, and 
to build new tissues and develop good 
bones and teeth IF he lacked an ade- 
quate noon lunch. 


No doubt many a parent who believ 
ed their child was receiving a good 
diet were amazed at how many essen- 
tial foods that diet lacked. It was also 
ndted that no mention was made of 
the necessity of deserts or confections 
and as any homemaker khows these; 
can greatly add up in dollar and cents 
value.

THERE’S NO PLACE LIKE HOME!» 
Seems to us we wrote an editorial on the same subject 
* about two years ago-when. we.made a trip to Bassano previ- 


otisly. However, we had only about half our present readers at ° 
. that time, and the subject is one that can really’ bear repeti-: 


tion anyway. So here goes: 


The old story about “far pastures isthclne greener,’ ” urtalins 
ly has it’s basis in truth, and for us folks who have lived in this 
district for perhaps the greater part of our ar oa far pastures 
often take ona pretty “green,” we nearly said “ ” hue. In 
deed, we do have our difficulties. We haven’t any ny We much 
moisture at times, frost and hail take their little digs at us, 
and we're stibject to many of the difficulties which naturally 
assail any farming commurfity—but ... there are those who 
ate much worse off. Saturday afternoon we took off in our 
trusty ‘Chev’ and travelled over prairie roads the 230 odd 
miles between here and the southern town, and what we saw 
all along the road made us happy to be home again. 


You hardly get out of sight of Wainwright before you hit 
‘the say 1, which carries on for quite a few miles as you nip off 
-the end of the Buffalo Park on your way to Czar. North of 
“Czar things don’t look too bad, but when you cross the C.P.R. 
the bottom begins to drop out rapidly. Formhauses become 
much more widely separated, and tilled fields cover less and 
less of the area. What crops there are are pretty grim and ‘the 
ration between weeds and grain becomes less fayorable. 


The Neutral Hills consist, as we all know,’largely of range 


land—and the song which informs us that “never is said a dis- — 


couraging word” on the range, sharply loses its. meaning and 
‘the aspect ‘becomes less and less enticing. In fact, in some of 
the range land we saw on the trip it should have been made a 
serious offence to say discouraging words, because there was 
‘already so much to discourage. 
PE ip found it getting a little tough for even the most 
daring poplars, and from there to Coronation there was little 
that was new. Then south again. Inquiries here and there indi- 
«ated that crops had been a complete or. near. failure. A nicely- 
«stocked store at Spondin, reached after seventeen or eighteen 
‘miles of wildness travel, was’ run by a young looking man 
between forty and forty five. “No,” he said, “there was no crop 
here this year.” We pressed further; “Crops used to be good 
here in times past?” “I’ve only been here twenty years so I 
can’t say.” was his response. Then he added: “A few more 
people moved out of here in the last couple of years, and a few 
have moved in. We're just waiting and hoping for the Domin- 
ion Government irrigation plan to get under way. “When asked 
how they made their living he said: “The cattle keep us going.” 

Thence to Hanna and more miles of barrenness. Much of 
the land both north and south of Hanna showed signs of having 
been cultivated and allowed to go back. Fences were largely in 
good condition indicating that practically all was used as pas-~ 
ture. Nearer Hanna we, came across quite a few fairly good 
farms, but the other side of the road showed the soil to be 
badly pitted and eroded, adding greatly to the prqblems of 
anyone who should attempt cultivation. 

From Hanna south again to Finnegan’s ferry we were en- 
tertained to a repetition of our previous vista of deserted and 
vacant land, but more’ of it.Here and there a painted and in- 
habited farm building, but mostly miles and miles of land that 
had’ been farmed and gone back to medium quality pasture. 
Here and there a school which was still used, here and there 
the decaying relics of a building which used to resound to the 
shouts and laughter of children, now hollow and bereft of win- 
dows, unpainted and falling apart . . memorials to a better day, 
a day of hope, a day of sweat, perhaps of tears, perhaps some- 
times of more. But the lean years squeezed and squeezed un- 
til the hopeful pioneers were forced to trek farther north, with 
years added to their lives but nothing added to their material 
prosperity. 

Then increasing barrenness. We called at.the store at 
Finnegan, operated by a Mr. and Mrs. Stewart. “Must be a 
little lonely here?” we inquired. With a little flash of indig- 
nation. Mrs. Stewart replied: “That 's what a lot of visitors seem 
to think—we don’t find it so,’ 


Then more of the same, or perhaps worse, until we strike 
the irrigation area. 

Irrigation, can and yet will make this strip of country 
flourish . . but’ at’what cost. The C.P.R. found that their Bas- 


sano dam and the irrigation system now operated by the E.L.D. | 


a financial failure, and turned.the whole project, on which 
they had spent millions of dollars, over. to the farmers for $1. 
The Dominion government has plans all laid out for an ex- 
tensive irrigation project for the northern area, but is holding 
the whole proceedings up until there’s another depression. In 
the mean time the people in that inhospitable land will hang on 
and hope. 

So, we're ‘glad to be home. There may be better . places, 
but there are most assuredly many that are worse. 


MORE ABOUT BANG’S DISEASE 
‘This week we deal with Bang’s disease from its human 
angle “Undulant Fever.” Dr. J. D. Wallace kindly consented 
to give us an outline of the situation as it affects humans, and 
this will be found on this page. We urge ell to read, mark and 


mely careful, 


as completely @ha is not mentioned as 
frequently as the animal side, and this 
very general article is written with a 
view to clarifying the situation in this 
regard. Too little knwoledge on any 
subject. is a dangerous thing because 
some people ignore it completely while 
others build what little knowledge 
they do have into a terrifying picture 
which keeps. them unduly worrted 
about the disease. 

Wifile Undulant, Fever, as the hu- 
man form is called, has been known in 
the older countries for many years it 
has only been detected clinically in 
Western Canada in the last few years. 


It was undoubtedly present before but | 


Was not suspected and was therefore 


.| Not diagnosed, for it is only by being 


suspicious of this disease that it can 


‘ever be found. 


Facts presented in this paper are de- 
rived from a book by Dr. H. T. Hyman 
who has brought together the work of 
many men to give a true picture of the 
disease, After receiving these papers 
he reaches the conclusion that his dis- 
ease is probably the cause of a great 
deal of chronic poor health in this 
country and is being missed mainly 
because it is not suspected and be- 
cause diagnosis is very difficult in 
most cases. j 

The disease is contacted from hand- 
ling infected animals or using the raw 
products of infected animals. It is 
liable to be found therefore, in farm- 
ers, veterinarians, dairymen, butchers, 
meat packers and all who drink raw 
or unpasteurizeq milk. The symptoms 
are so varied and so ‘unpredictable 
that no definite picture of them may 
be given to you. In the acute phase it 
may. resemble any one of many acute 
fevers depending only on which part 
of the body is infected. It is import- 
ant to remember that such fevers are 
usually preceded by an _ incubation 
period lasting from a few days to a 
month during which time thé patient 
usually thinks he has 'flu—weakness, 
fatigue, chilliness, lack of appetite, 
headache, generalized aches and pains, 
etc. After the acute phase is over the 
patient relapses into a period of chron- 
ic ill health with weakness, exhaus- 
tion, recurrent unexplained fever and 
recurrent attacks of influenza. A lot 
of people who are accused of maling- 
ering probably have this disease. 

Diagnosis is difficult and depends on 
alertness in suspecting the disease and 
then on tests of the blood anq «skin 
sensativity tests for signs of the dis- 
ease. It is interesting to note that 
while the disease is characterized by 
aborting in cattle there appears to be 
no tendancy toward this in women 
suffering from the disease.

Until recently treatment .was 


‘satisfactory, It depended on increasing . 


body resistance to the disease by, in- 
jecting serum into the body over a 
considerable period of time. This was 
uncertain and relapses were  fre- 
quent... Now new members of the anti- 
biotic family of mould products known 
as <Aureomycin and  Chloromycetin 
have been found to cause improvement 
in their patients. It is still too early 
to predict the outcome of this over a 
period of years but we feel that we 
are at last on the right track. 

In the present stage of our know- 
ledge of this disease it would appear 
that prevention is far better than’ cure. 
Anyone handling raw animal produéts 
or drinking raw milk should be extre- 
Herds should be tested 
and segregated and steps taken to 
make this a Bang’s Free Area; It can- 
not be too strongly emphasized that 
the use of raw dairy products in an 
area when Bang’s Disease is prevalent 
is an extermely hazardous practise 
and the use of pasteurized milk as a 
protective measure is one of our 
strongest defense plans. 


THE PIONEER SPEAKS 


One sometimes wonders what would 


be the thoughts of those pioneers, on 
whose efforts rests the Canada of to- 
day, if they could return to watch and 
listen? What would they think, those 
men of France who dared so greatly, 
or those loyalists who thought their 
world well-lost for loyalty? What 
would they think, those pioneers in a 
primitive land, who asked nothing but 
an even break, or. those men who took 
the first uncertain steps ‘in industry, 
or who widened our frontiers and pre- 
sented us our rewards of lands and 
minerals and fteedom? 


In their time, they thought—these 
men and women—that the chance was 
worth the taking because the reward 
for those who would work a little hard 
er or a Uttle better than his fellows, 
was sure. No~one of all these people 
would have thought of denying to the 
more deyo 
larger reward, It was from this compe 
titive spirit that our nation was born, 
and by this spirit it flourished. It 
took men from behind the plow or the 
work-bench or the counter and, placed 
them in seats of responsibility. That 
was our glory, that part of the reward 
for superior effort was a larger res- 
ponsibility and obligation. 


It is strange that with such clear ex 
amples and such obvious results’ be- 
fore us, from every walk of life and 
every family history, that certain in- 
dividuals and groups still have been 
blind to all the evidence. They haye 
tried: to make it appear that there was 
something wrong in the thinking of 
these pioneers, .something . discredit- 
able in the belief that the best effort 
Was a title to the largest reward. In-. 
stead of the effort and daring and wide 
incentive that made this country 
great, they would offer us security and 
equality. They would have us beg for 
equal shares of the efforts of all so 
that he who dared greatly, who lay 
awake nights. dreaming of new endea- 
vor and was ready to suffer and en- 
dure for thém, should be entitled to no 
more for himself or his family than he 
‘who lazed jin the sun and thought only 
of how little effort would assure his 
aecustomed reward. 


What would these pjoneers have 
thought? Perhaps if they looked back 
to today they might think this: “As 
one day we must all die, let us die for 
the virtues and determinations that 
dre in us, not for our lacks or our 
deficiencies. Let us put into life the 
best we have and take our individual 
chance that it will_bring a just re- 


inwardly digest. Not that we wish to create a situation in 
which our readers jump at shadows, but rather that we feel 
that this situations is of sufficient seriousness that it should be 
faced in a decisive and intelligent fashion.

WORLD of WHEAT 


DEVALUATION OF CURRENCIES 

Great Britain has devalued her 
pound sterling from 4.08 ‘American 
dollars to 2.80 American dollars to the 
pound, Canada in turn has devalued 
her dollar from 100 American cents to 
90.9 érican cents to the Canadian 
dollar. This means that British goods 
‘can be sold in the United States at 30.5 
per cent less than’ previous prices, 
and can be sold in Canada ‘now for 
23.6 per cént less. On the other hand 
it means that everything Britain buys 
from the United States will cost her 
43.9 per cent in: British pounds more 
than at present, and 30.8 per cent more 
for Canadian goods than at present, 
which\ will tend. later to increase the 
cost of living in Britain and so the 
manufacturing costs of her export 
goods Britain obviously must sell a 
much greater volume of goods in both 
Canada and the United States to ob- 
tain the same quality of American and 
Canadian dollars as she has been re- 
geiving. It is doubtful, to my mind at 
least, whether all this in the long run 
wilkhelp Britain to solve her real pro- 
blem of.producing moré "goods for ex- 
port and at competitive prices, 

British emigrants to Canada who 
have not been permitted. by. Britain to 
bring over all their savings will lose 
23.6 per cent on all the money they 
still have in Britain, The British Gov- 
ernment, I feel, ought’'to make some 
compensation to these Canadian: set- 
tlers. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST IN 
THE WORLD .OF FOODSTUFFS 

The canadian Bureau of Statistics 
now estimates the Canadian total 
wheat crop at 371,600,000 bushels, a 
considerable drop over previous esti- 
mates, and a drop of over 20,000,000 
bushels from last year’s crop. Produc- 
tion of wheat on the prairies is esti- 
mated at 342,000,000 bushels, compared 
with last. year’s crop of %$3,060,000 
bushels. The prairie oat production is 
estimated at 198,000,000: bushels, con- 
siderably below last year’s crop of 
224,000,000 bushels, Barley production 
on the prairies is now placed at 114,- 
000,000 bushels, compared with the 
1948 crop of 142,000,000 bushels. 

The United States winter wheat 
acreage for the crop now being seeded 
is set at 68.9 million acres, a 17 per 
cent decrease from last year’s acreage 
of 81.6 million acres. 


FOOT COMFORT

For this reason it is highly 
regarded for. use in turf grass mixtur- 
es on playgrounds, parks, airdromes 
and other areas where the turf is in 
constant use. It is also especially val- 
uable when used as a bottom grass 
in pasture mixtyres. 

Because of the common name 
“Creeping Red Fescue”, persons who 
are not acquainted with the species, 
are at once reminded of couch grass 
or other common creeping rooted 
especies that are difficult to eradicate. 
Growers need have no fears of similar 
difficulties with this species. In fact, 
while underground stems or rhizomes 
are. produced they are so short and 
grow so slowly that on casual obser- 
vation it is qifficult to distinguish 
from a bunch grass. Eradication of. 
this grass presents no problem, 

This grass is well suited for a bot- 
tom grass in hay and pasture mix- 
tures and could well be used in this 
area for that purpose. 


TREES FOR SHELTERBELTS 
AND FARM PLANTINGS 


Farmers wishing to obtain trees for 
use on theit farms should order now 
for next years plantings. The Domin- 
ion Forestry Statian at Indian Head, 
Saskatchewan will supply trees. to 
farmers free, Express Collect for any 
farm planting. 

These trees must be ordered early 
and not later than‘the end of the year 
for the next springs planting. 

Soll that trees are to be placed in 
shoulqd be well summerfallowed for 
one year and preferably two years in 
order to.cut down the row cultivation 
necessary to young trees for quick 
growth. 


POTATOES USEFUL 
LIVESTOCK FEED... 


While potatoes normally are not 
grown as livestock feed, each year 
there is a considerable tonnage of 
small and off-grade (and‘ occasionally 
surplus) potatoes that can be disposed 
of profitably through livestock. How- 
ever, if good results are to,be expected 
care must be exercised in feeding them 
Potatoes stored ‘under favourable con- 
ditions can be fed 
sheep but should be sliced or pulver- 
ized. before feeding to avoid any dam- 
age of choking. For pjgs the potatoes 
should be cooked. If the potatoes have 
sprouted, thé sproluts should be knock* 
ed off before feeding 4s they are often 
poisonous to livestock. Sunburned, 
frozen, or decayed potatoes should be 
not be fed to any livestock. 

Potatoes are about 80 per ¢ent moi- 
sture, and low in protein and essential 
minerals. Frank Whiting of the Dom- 
inion Oxperimental Station, Leth- 
bridge, Alta., reports they should be 
fed in conjunction with high quality 
feeds like legume hay and grain or 
protein mineral supplements added to 
the ration, Fattening cattle, or milk- 
ing cows should not be fed more.than 
30 pounds per head daily while lambs 
and breeding ewes should not be fed 
‘more than two or three pounds per 
head daily depending upon the size of 
the pig.: If more than these quantities 
are fed, severe scouring may result.

Coat.all shiny surfaces of V-pulleys 
and sprockets with a heavy oil or light 
grease. 

Remove the knife, clean and smear 
on: grease. Clean and grease the ledger 
plates and wear plates on the guards. 

Clean dirt off the, machine complet- 
ely. Oil or grease allLearings and wear 
ing surfaces as you along. 

Put a coat of paint on all flat parts 
of the machine where it has worn off 
during the cutting season (e.g. the 
underside of the table, buth dividers, 
the deck, and reel batts). 

Jack the machine up off the wheels. 
If it is-being left outside taxe off rub- 
ber tired wheels and store them in- 
fated, in a coq] dark pace.

J. E. Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
Improvement, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that oats and wheat 
may be” threshe@ with a threshing 
machine if properly handled. Unless 
the grain is very dry little damage’ will 
result. Reducing the speed of the 
machine and removing concaves, will 
reduce damage. If threshing with a 
combine, the rub-bar .cylinder is less 
likely te damage kernels than the 
tooth type. Hand threshing by the use 
of a flail or by rubbing out on canvas 
stretched over a wooden frame is also 
satisfactory. A wooden block covered 
with a’piece of corrugated rubber 
does an effective job of rubbing. For 
best results barley should be threshed 
by hand. Hulls are easily damaged if 
bridge, during the past winter to de- 
termine the comparative feeding 
value of potatoes when fed to milking 
cows and to fattening lambs. Groups 
of lambs and milking cows that were 
fed potatoes in conjunction with al- 
falfa hay and grain were compared to 
similar groups of lambs and milking 
cows that received only alfalfa hay 
and. grain. The cows were -fed 30 Ibs. 
of petatoes per head daily while the 
lambs received one to two pounds per 
head daily. The results of these ex- 
periments showed that between: four 
to five pounds of potatoes were equivr 
atent to one pound of grain. Some off- 
flavours were detected in the milk 
from the cows fed . potatoes, even 
though the potatoes wére fed after 
milking. Apart from this the potatoes 
proved to be a satisfactory feed.

The upward trend in Canadian hog 


more marked in August, the first 
month to show ‘Aan increase over last 
year. Mark in August were 7.4 
per cent above marketings in August, 
1948, while in July ‘they were 6~ per 
cent below (in June, 17 per cent) the 
same months of 1948. 

The August marketings in Eastern 
Canada—21.9 per cent higher than in 
August, 1948, —arcounted for the in- 
crease, as Western Canada, although 
showing an upward trend, was still 
19.7 per cent below last year. Compar- 
able figures for the month of July 
showed Rastern Canada up 10 per cent 
and Western Canada down 28.5 _ ‘per 
cent from July 1948. 

While the West as a whole was 
down nearly 20 per cent from August, 
1948, the province of Manitoba had an 
increase of 10 per cent. Quebec con- 
tinued to hold the spotlight in the 
Bast with 33.6 per cent increase over 
August last’ year and Ontario and the 
Maritimes were each up. around 17 
per cent. 

(Nearly 74 per cent of the August 
'marketings were from Eastern Can- 
ada. : 


‘LET THE BEES 
CLEAN THE SUPERS 


How to clean supers of combs that 
have been extracted is suggested by 
Wi G. leMaistre, Provincial Apiarist. 
They have quite a little honey still on 
them and should not be stored away 
in this condition unless it is unavoid- 
able, To do so is not only wasteful, but 
the honey on the combs will granulate 
and causé the new crop next year to 
granulate quickly. 

Since bees will rob when the honey 
flow ends, advantage can be taken of 
this habit by having the bees rob the 
honey from these combs and store it 
in their hives.” They will clean all the 
honey off the combs and leave them in 
good condition. for storing and using 
next season, To get the bees to rob, the 
combs should be properly ‘spaced in 
the supers. Otherwise the bees will 
their frenzy to get every speck of 
honey. 

The supers ‘should not be just set 
out for the bees to rob, says Mr. le 
Maistre. This gets the colonies fight- 
ing and is a sure way to spread dis- 
ease among them. If a board or cloth 
with a hole in it is placed over the 
eolohy and the supers then piled up, 


the combs, and bring the honey down 
through the hole to their hive, This 
works best if the super immediately 
above the board with the hole in it has. 
only: six ov seven combs,, The combs 
should be spaced“wide apart. Unless 
this is done, the bees sometimes settle 
in the super instead of carrying all 
the honey down. Colonies will con- 
tinue to clean supers in this way until 
the .weather becomes cool and_ their 
activities are much reduced. 

Once the supers are cleaned they 
should be stored away carefully to pre 
vent mice from making nests in them. 
That’ means no cracks between them, 
and a tight fitting top and bottom. 
Mouse poison may be used in safe 
places here and there in the storage. 


BRUSHING THE TEETH - 


Decay in teeth is, in part at least, 
caused. by clinging particles of food 
which need frequent brushing away. 
The toothbrush should be moved’ up 
and down, not only across the teeth, 
and inside surfaces should not be for-, 
gotten. A wisit:- to’ the dentist once 
every six months will.save a, lot of 
trouble later on.

"Polish Meat 

‘tn prewar years, the United States 
meat imports from Poland were of 
‘considerable importance. The 1987-89 
‘annual average imports of ham and 
bacon were about 50,000,000 pounds 
and almost 2,000,000 pounds of canned 
Polish sources believe that about 
6,000,000 pounds of canned ham could 
be shipped from Poland to the United 
States during the last half of 1949. 

Argentine Prices 

* Meat consumption of the city of 
Buenos Aires accounts for 50 per cent 
of all Argentine consumption. When 
the consumer subsidy was removed in 
July, retail prices advanced sharply, 
as much as 30 per cent for some cuts, 
On August 6; ceiling ‘prices were impos 
ed on retail sales in the city at prices 
about equivalent to those during the 
subsidy-free period and Buenos Ai 
constimers face prices about half as 
much again as they paid ‘last year. 

The Argentine Ministry of Econo- 
mics has published a new schedule of 
minimum prices to be paid to cattle 
producers, retroactive to April 1. For 
top grade. sides the new prices are 
38.6 per.cent higher than in the pre- 
vious schedule, designed to encourage 
high quality and larger meat produc- 
tion for both domestic and export mér= 
kets.

FORESTS MOVE IN 
TO COVER TRACES 
OF STRIP MINING 


ZANESVILLE, O.—In the central 
United States, mining and forestry are 
married. Agriculture is the mother-in” 
law. ; ' 

New forests are being nurtured on 
the unsightly hills thrown up by the 
giant cranes strip-mining in Ohio, Ken 
tucky, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas. 

About 110, 000 acres of land in the 
area have already been stripped in the 
@ame way. coal is mined In soutnern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, It is esti- 
mated about 1,000,000 acres will ev- 
entually be stripped for coal in tne 
central states. 

Strip-mining raises a big land use 
problem: what is to be done with the 
area after the coal is removed. It is 
largely unsuitable for agriculture. And 
the huge, bare heaps of earth are an 
eyesore, 

The ‘mining companlés Gre finding 
an answer with the help of the United 
States forestry department. They are 
planting new forests; stocking them 
with fur-bearing animals in a few 
cases; forming man-made lakes from 
the abandoned pits to make recrea- 
tional areas, : 

Some of the new forests already are 
providing lumber which the companies 
can use in their mining operations. 
Ohio, originally 90 per cent forest land 
and now only 16 per cent, is looking 
forward to the day when it can cut 
down its lumber imports by using the 
new growth. 

Scientists Gee Area 

These efforts to make use of ,form- 
erly abandoned land were shdwn to a 
group of scientists and administrators 
from 41 countries including Canada, 
visiting conservation’ projects on a 
tour of the eastern Uniteg States. 

The visitors had just completed the 
United Nations conference on the 
conservation and utilization of re- 
sources. They saw practical ayplica- 
tion of some of the ideas tfey had 
been discussing for three weeks. 

The group visited the strip mine of 
the Ohio Power Company, seven miles 
southwest of Zanesville. There they 
watched a giant crane stooping up 12 
cuble yards of earth in each gulp to 
get at the five-foot layer of coal 
whigh lay about 40. ‘feet under the or- 
iginal surface of the ground, 

Nearby they were taken through an 
area of the mine where all the avail- 
able coal had been removed and ‘spoil’ 
heaps had been planted ‘three years

WEED FLAVOURS IN 
MILK AND CREAM 


Stubble fields are providing a con- 
siderable amount of good pasture this 
fall as a result of-late rains and sec- 
ond growth. There is however, always 
dangér of tainted milk and cream due 
to weed fiayours, warns D, H. McCal- 
lum, Dairy Commissioner, Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, If the cows 


are consuming green. plants of stink- 


weed or other strong flavoured weeds, 
they should be removed from the field 
at least three hours before milking. 
Weed seeds and screenings from thre- 
shing separator settings’ should be 
removed from fields useq for pasture 
before the cows are allowed in the 
field. 4 ¢ 


By the senses of taste and smell, 
weed tainted milk can be detecte® at 
the time of milking. This milk can 
then be fed to livestock on. the farm 
and the loss avoided that would occur 
if such milk were mixed with untaint- 
ea milk from othef cows. In a similar 
way, the cream from each separation 
shoula be checked before adding to 
the shipping. can, Often, only the 
cream from the night’s milking will 
be tainted, and if that is marketed in 
a separate ‘can good grades can be 
secured on the remainder of the 
cream, 


LLOYDMINSTER ‘OIL 
PRODUCTION UP 
10,000 BARRELS 


Oil production from the Lioydmin- 
ater Field for the first half of Septem- 
ber was approximately 69,000 barrels, 
an increase of some 10,000 barrels over 
the same period last month. Deliveries 
over the Sampson Loading Rack at 
Blackfoot to Imperial Oil at Regina 
have been particularly good, and have 
averaged well over 1,000 barrels per

Oil should be flowing through the 
Edmonton-Regina line by the fall. of 
1950 and to the Great Lakes at Super- 
for, Wis., by early in 1951, Dr. O. B, 
Hopkins, president of Inter-provincial 
Pipe Line Co. said today following 
hearing of the company’s application 
for a Regina-Gretna extension by the 
Board of Transport Commissioners in 
Ottawa. The application has been 
approved subject to granting of a 
license to export crude of] by the de- 
partment of trade and commerce. 

Intér-provincial received the board's 
approval June 10th to construct a 
450-mile line from Bdamonton to Re- 
gina. The Regina-Gretna extension is 
840 miles. No permit ts required to 
proceed with the final 360 mfles from 
Gretna to Superiot. 

Dr. Hopkins said the choice of the 
American route for the final section 
of the line was indicated by the sub- 
stantially lower cost than would have 
been possible over any Canadian route, 
The distance to the American lake- 
head is. shorter and the country ie 
generally flat, without rocks, and an 
almost straight line can be followed. 
Much of the terrain between. Winnipeg 
‘and the Canadian lakehead is rugged, 
broken and covered with ‘bare rock, 
studded with lakes and muskeg. The 
physica] difficulties & cost of building 
& pipe-line through such territory 
would make it impracticable. - 

From Edmonton to Regina the line 
will. be of 20-inch pipe; ‘from Regina 
to Gretna of 16-inch, and from Gretna 
to the lakes 18-inch pipe. Dr. Hopkins 
said, Orders for the purchase of pipe 
for the entire line have been placed 
and all deliveries should be completed 
by the third quarter of 1950. About 
177,000 tons of steel will be required. 

Initial capacity of the line from Ea- 
monton to Regina will be 95,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil a day; east of Regina 
it will be 70,000 barrels a day. Addition 
al pumping stations can be added as 
required to increase the capacity of 
the line, 7 

Survey work on more than 400 miles 
of the line has already been complet- 
ed. Actual construction is expected to 
employ between 1,000 and 1,500 ‘men 
for about 150 days and work will pro- 
bably be in progresn at as many as 10 
different locations along the line at the 
same time. Contractor's equipment in- 
volved at each point will probably be 
worth about $500,000, 

Terminal facilities at Superior will 
include loading ‘docks for lake tank- 
ers and it is expected that ‘some 67,000 
barrels a day will be shipped by tanker 
to Canadian refineries. As navidation 
on the Great Lakes is closed for about 
five months of the year, storage cap- 
acity for at leas 1,000,000 barrels will 
be constructed at Superior which will 
permit the steady acctimulation of oll 
during the closed season. 

Cost of constructing the line has 
been estimated at $85 millions. An ad- 
ditional $5 millions will be required as 
working capital, bringing the total 
projected cost to $90 millions.

When the league governors approv- 
ed the lengthened 1949-50 schedule at 
a meeting in Montreal recently, it was 
a surprise to no one. It had been com- 
ing ever since professional hockey 
rose to its. commanding position. as 
Canada’s top sports drawing card.
